The Michigan Auto Ckib has completed a 
sobering examination of the state’s fatal high- 
\vay accidents in 1969. 


Michica'i set a new highway death record 
last year with 2,481 persons losing their lives on 
our roads and streets, a 3.6 per cent increase 
over 1968. 


The Auto Club has conducted 10 previous 
studies on Î^Iichigan traffic accidents and deaths 
since 1966 and the following three factors al­ 
ways show up as underlying causes: 


1, Tlie drinking driver who is involved in at 
least 50 to 65 per cent of all fatal accidents. 


2, The problem driver who makes up 5 per 
cent of the driving population yet is involved in 
up to 30 per cent of the fatal accidents. 


3, The young dnver who makes up 21 per 
cent of the driving population yet is involved in 
37 per cent of the fatal accidents. 


Tlie Auto Club, whose “Bring ’Em Back 
Alive!” slogan has become a safety bywoixi in 
the state, offers some practical solutions to 
the problems, including the lowering of all speed 
I'-mits on unposted roads to 50 miles per hour 
day and night. But without adequate police 
manpower to patrol these highways and ari^st 
the speeding driver, such a proposal is unreal­ 
istic.

The Auto Club points out that the physical 


condition of Michigan’s highways and country 
roads also can be blamed as a major cause of 
traffic injuries and deaths. Currently, 45 per 
cent of the 51,676 miles of Michigan i*oads and 
streets are considered inadeqaute for curi*ent 
traffic needs, the Auto Club said. This includes 
38,000 miles of country I’oads where 70 per cent 
of the state’s fatal accidents now happen. When 
just state trunklines are considered, 82 per cent 
have defects ranging from narrow pavement to 
substandard traffic conti*ols. 


Tlie ai*eas where real progress can be made 
în reducing the number of traffic deaths and in­ 
juries v^ithout added financing, as recommended 
by the Auto Club: 


1, Support a legislative progi*am to lower 
the blood-alcohol level to prove a pei*son legally 
drunk from .15 to .10. 


2, Remove the problem 
driver from the 
road. 


3, Modify restrictions on young drivers. 
The Auto Club suggests legislation which 


would make mandatory blood-alcohol tests on 
victims of all fatal accidents and on all drivers 
who sui*vive fatal accidents and would provide 
for stiffer penalties for persons convicted of 
drunk driving.

The Auto Club also suggests a six-point 
program to remove approximately 100,000 prob­ 
lem drivers from the highways, including man­ 
datory suspension of license for 12 points in 
two years, three moving violations in one year 
and three moving accidents in one year. 


The club also recommends a review of the 
record of any di-iver who accumulates 30 points 
in five years if he has not already had a suspen­ 
sion in that period. Other suggestions include 
increased penalties for repeats of violations, sus­ 
pension or revocation of license after a driver 
has been called in for three re-examinations in 
nine years, increase in length of suspensions up 
to a year (now 30 to 90 days) and mandatory 
jail sentence for driving with a suspended or re­ 
voked license. 


A five-step progi*am suggested to reduce 
the number of traffic accidents in which the un- 
der-20 drivers are involved includes: 


1, Require pai'ent or guaixlian to accompany 
the new 16 oi’ 17 year old driver behind the wheel 
for the first 90 days after receiving his first 
license. 


2, Require parent or guardian to accompany 
the new under-18 driver at night for a year. 


3, Prohibit all persons under age 18 from 
operating a motorized cycle after dark. 


4, Require that 
pai*ents be 
notified in 
writing by police when a ticket is given to any­ 
one under 21 living in a parent’s home. 


5, Require any new driver, regardless of 
age, to take a state approved driver education 
course before getting an original license. 


The proposals are strong and certainly some 
of them would be “inconvenient” to many per­ 
sons, but death and injury is even more “incon­ 
venient” and if Michigan highways can be made 
safer then perliaps it’s time stronger measuros 
are considered.

The proponents of pay-TV 
must be chewing their nails 
down to the half moons these 
days. 


After fighting for 20 years 
for the right to put such things 
as Brpadway plays, good mus­ 
ic, first-run movies, and sports 
events on the air for a sub­ 
scription fe€, they finally man­ 
aged to get their case before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
result was a go-ahcad signal 
from the court to the Federal 
Communications 
Commission, 
under certain relatively bear­ 
able restrictions designed to 
protect the interests of the ex­ 
isting commercial TV stations. 


But if the pay-TV people 
thought they were finally out 
of the woods, they had another 
“think” coming. 


What happened is that Rep. 
John Dingeli of Michigan, a 
Democrat, pulled a fast one on 
some of his colleagues on the 
House of Representatives Com­ 
munications subcommittee. 


Congressman 
Dingeli 
had 
been defeated in his effort to 
ban pay-TV outright. But, in 
a move that was hardly cric­ 
ket, he brought up a substitute 
bill before the full House Com­ 
merce Committee when eight of 
its 36 members, including Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Democrat 
Torbert 
Macdonald, 
the 
Cominunica- 
tions subcommittee chairman, 
were absent. Fifteen votes, rep­ 
resenting fewer than hall of 
the 36-man committee, put the 
bill over 
for Representativa 
Dingeli and sent the legisla­ 
tion to tlie floor of the House.

The Dingeli bill is complete­ 
ly punitive. It would impose 
so many restrictions on pay- 
TV tliat, despite the Supreme 
Court go-ahead, nobody could 
afford to risk any capital on 
pay-TV operations. 


Tlie 
Dingeli 
reslrictions 
would forbid a pay-'l'V station 
to devote more than 60 per 
cent of its prime time — 7 to 
11 in tlie evening — to feature 
fihiis 
and 
sports 
combined. 
This 
would 
effectively ban 
long movies such as “Funny 
Girl” or the "Green Berets.” 


The Dingeli list of verbotens 
would also keep pay-TV sta­ 
tions from 
using advertising 
commercials during the hours 
when they weren’t broaci^a.M- 
ing films, plays, and prizeiights 
for a fee. This would compel 
subscribers to subsidize non- 
s u b s c r i p t i o,n 
program­ 
ming, making tlie whole busi­ 
ness prohibitively expensive. 


Since the Dingeli Bill is de­ 
signed to subvert the Supreme 
Court by indirection, it will 
hardly pass both the House and 
the Senate. However, it very 
effectively forestalls immediate 
action by enterprisers, inves­ 
tors, artists and consumers de­ 
signed to get pay-TV off the 
ground. The Dingeli Bill could 
be with us for months, or 
even years, before both tlie 
House and the Senate agree to 
dispose of it one way or an­ 
other.

What makes It tlioroughly 
unfair is the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commissfion’s recent de­ 
cision to permit a practically 
unlimited extension of cable 
television, or CATV, systems. 


In a four-to-three vote, the 
FCC accepted Chairman Dean 
Burch’s plan for letting cable 
television proprietors use mas­ 
ter ante?nnae to pick up dis­ 
tant cignal« tor amplificatioa 


and transmission by coaxial 
cable to a central point from 
which they could be distribut­ 
ed by wiire to local households 
far from the originating area. 
The only restraining proviso of 
note is the one that would ask 
tlie CATV proprietor to sub­ 
stitute local advertising for the 
usual 
‘‘national” 
conunercial 
breaks. 


Just why one form of j>ay-TV 
should be favored over an­ 
other is a mystery that eludes 
me. 


Cable TV is, as I understand 
lit, financed in part by installa­ 
tion 
and 
program 
service 
charges. 
These 
charges 
are 
comparable to the subscription 
fees that would be set for non­ 
cable, pay-as-you-see televi­ 
sion. The Dingeli Bill, which 
would 
automatically 
favor 
cable TV, would, in effect, con­ 
stitute a breach of the “equal 
rights” guarantees of the Fed­ 
eral Constitution.

However, there is an even 
deeper constitutional question 
involved. 


The First Amendment guar­ 
antees freedom of speech. The 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission was originally set up 
to police the airwaves, assign­ 


ing wave lengths on • basis 
that would keep the air from 
becoming a complete 
chaos 
from jamming. 


Yet the FCC has assumed 
that it has had the power to 
specify the ways in which TV 
broadcasts should be financed. 
Until very recently it favored 
financing by commercial ad­ 
vertisers. 


Hasn’t this been a glaring 
denial of free speech to those 
who want to finance TV by 
other means? Some lawyers 
may say no, but the language 
of the First Amendment says 
“yes” to anyone with a third- 
grade education.

EDINBURGH, Scotland (AP) 
—Members of the (Presbyter­ 
ian) Church of Scotland and 
the Episcopal Church in Scot­ 
land have agreed to share in 
the work of their churches by 
becoming associate members of 
each other’s church commit­ 
tees.

Bad bidding makes good dra­ 
ma, and every bad bidder you 
know will happily tell you that 
at the drop of a hat. For a 
spectacular example, consider 
this hand played in the Nor­ 
wegian Summer Finals itn 1963. 


To begin with, East opened 
with three notrump! This was 
the so-called gambling tliree 
notrump, announcing a long 
solid minor suit with very lit­ 
tle on the side but a hope and 
a prayer. 


South had a good hand, all 
right, but he scarcely had the 
values for his jump to six 
clubs. He should have doubled 
first and perhaps taken a giant 
step later on. 


There was no good reason 
for it, but at this point West 
elected to display his perspica­ 
city by bidding six diamonds. 
(It was easy for him to recogn­ 
ize that East’s long suit was 
diamonds.) 


North doubled, of course, but 
South, still on the warpath, re­ 
fused to accept the double and 
bid six spades. 


West led a diamond which 
declarer ruffed. South appear­ 
ed to have only one hope at 
this point—to find the trumps 
divided 3-3 or West with four 
trumps and no more diamonds. 
Accordingly, he cashed the ace 
of spades and continued with a 
low spade to the kinif. 


When East showed out, leav­ 
ing West with three trumps to 
one each for dummy and de­ 
clarer, South’s cause appeared 
hopeless. But declarer carried 
on with true Viking courage 
and finally wound up making 
the contract. 


He cashed four rounds of 
clubs and the A-Q-K of hearts, 
then ruffed dummy's seven of 
diamonds with the queen. West, 
with only three cards left, was 
obliged to underruff. On top of 
that, he found himself totally 
helpless when declarer then 
led the seven of clubs to make 
dummy’s ten of spades his 
twelfth trick.

Has hmg-Term Inflation 
Become Inevitable In U.S.?

NEW YORK (AP) 
— Has 
lons-term inflation become inev­ 
itable? Few people in govem- 
nienlt or industry dare answer 
affirmatively, for fear thalt the 
oj>inion mig^ht provoke the fact, 
but many of them are acting on 
that assumption. 


Pas'age by the House of Rep- 
reseai'tatives of an automatic es- 
calaitor for Social Security bene­ 
fits, tied to increases in ^ e cost 
of living, is recognition of this 
belief. And there are numerous 
other examples. 


Negotiated 
wage 
increases 
ai'e being made on the assump­ 
tion that the cost of living will 
continue to rise. Five per cent 
unnual increases, once consid­ 
ered good, are now scoffed at aa 
amounting to nothing When in­ 
flation is deducted. 


You don’t have to seardh hard 
either to find instances of iwdus- 
tiy raising prices not because 
the product has been imjiroved 
or because demand is strong, 
but simply because the compa­ 
ny expects its own future costs 
to be higher. 


Reluctnt CiHiverts 


Perhaps tihe most reluctant 
but influential converts to the 
idea are the big life insurance 
companies. For years tthey sold 
the concept of the guaranteed 
fixed-dollar return, which as­ 
sumed stabililiy in dollar values. 


In fact, belieif in fixed return* 
was 
almost 
a 
religion with 
them, 
and 
some 
salesmen 
spread the notion that onily a 
sinner would risk the future o# 
his family by investing in any­ 
thing that dMn'it assure a pre> 
oise return. 


Payoff Wat There 


That religion probably was a 
savoiir to some families. Duii’inig 
tlie Great Depression of the 
1930s especiailly, a guaranteed 
return was indeed sometlbiinig o# 
value, because tfhe dollar was 
stabi*liz€|ii or rusitig in value—al­ 
though there weren’t many oi 
th«m around. 


Investments in equities, such 
as stocks, fell dnto the cellar, 
but insurance policies paid off 
alt first-floor levels during tha 
depression. TTie payoff may not 
have been big, but it was ithere. 


It wasn’t until the 1960s that 
insurers began changing their 
mind. Inflation caught hold. And 
so did mutual funds. With the 
value of the doiUar shrinking, so-

Road Safety 


The Michigan Auto Club has completed a 
sobering examination of the state’s fatal high­ 
way accidents in 1969. 
Michigan set a new highway death record 
last year with 2.481 persons losing their lives on 
our roads and streets, a 3.6 per cent increase 
over 1968. 
The Auto Club has conducted IO previous 
studies on Michigan traffic accidents and deaths 
since 1966 and the following three factors al­ 
ways show up as underlying causes: 
1, The drinking driver who is involved in at 
least 50 to 65 per cent of all fatal accidents. 
2, The problem driver who makes up 5 per 
cent of the driving population yet is involved in 
up to 30 per cent of the fatal accidents. 
3, The young driver who makes up 21 per 
cent of the driving population yet is involved in 
37 per cent of the fatal accidents. 
Tile Auto Club, whose “Bring ’Em Back 
Alive!’’ slogan has become a safety byword in 
the state, offers some practical solutions to 
the problems, including the lowering of all speed 
pmits en unposted roads to 50 miles per hour 
day and night. But without adequate police 
manpower to patrol these highways and arrest 
the speeding driver, such a proposal is unreal­ 
istic.

The Auto Club points out that the physical 
condition of Michigan’s highways and country 
roads also can be blamed as a major cause of 
traffic injuries and deaths. Currently, 45 per 
cent of the 51,676 miles of Michigan roads and 
streets are considered inadequate for current 
traffic needs, the Auto Club said. This includes 
38.000 miles of country roads where 70 per cent 
of the state’s fatal accidents now happen. When 
just state trunklines are considered. 82 per cent 
have defects ranging from narrow pavement to 
substandard traffic controls. 
The areas where real progress can be made 
In reducing the number of traffic deaths and in­ 
juries without added financing, as recommended 
by the Auto Club: 
1. Support a legislative program to lower 
the blood-alcohol level to prove a person legally 
drunk from .15 to .10. 
2. Remove the problem 
driver from the 
road. 
3. Modify restrictions on young drivers. 
Tile Auto Club suggests legislation which 
would make mandatory blood-alcohol tests on 
victims of all fatal accidents and on all drivers 
who survive fatal accidents and would provide 
for stiffer penalties for persons convicted of 
drunk driving.

The Auto Club also suggests a six-point 
program to remove approximately 100,000 prob­ 
lem drivers from the highways, including man­ 
datory suspension of license for 12 points in 
two years, three moving violations in one year 
and three moving accidents in one year. 
The club also recommends a review of the 
record of any driver who accumulates 30 points 
in five years if he has not already had a suspen­ 
sion in that period. Other suggestions include 
increased penalties for repeats of violations, sus­ 
pension or revocation of license after a driver 
has been called in for three re-examinations in 
nine years, increase in length of suspensions up 
to a year (now 30 to 90 days) and mandatory 
jail sentence for driving with a suspended or re­ 
voked license. 
A five-step program suggested to reduce 
the number of traffic accidents in which the un­ 
dergo drivers are Involved includes: 
1, Require parent or guardian to accompany 
the new 16 or 17 year old driver behind the wheel 
for the first 90 days after receiving his first 
license. 
2, Require parent or guardian to accompany 
the new under-18 driver at night for a year. 
3, Prohibit all persons under age 18 from 
operating a motorized cycle after dark. 
1. Require that 
parents be 
notified in 
writing by police when a ticket is given to any­ 
one under 21 living in a parent’s home. 
5, Require any new driver, regardless of 
age, to take a state approved driver education 
course before getting an original license. 
The proposals are strong and certainly some 
of them would be “inconvenient” to many per­ 
sons, but death and injury is even more “incon­ 
venient” and if Michigan highways can be made 
safer then perhaps it’s time stronger measures 
are considered.

The Dingell bill is com plete­ 
ly punitive. It would impose 
so m any restrictions on pay- 
TV that, despite the Suprem e 
C ourt go-ahead, nobody could 
afford to risk any capital on 
pay-TV operations.

would forbid a pay-TV station 
to devote more than 60 per 
cent of its prime time — 7 to 
l l in tile evening — to feature 
films 
and 
sports 
combined. 
This 
would 
effectively ban 
long movies such as “Funny 
G irl” or the “Green B erets.” 
The Dingell list of verbotens 
would also keep pay-TV sta­ 
tions 
from

Has Long-Term Inflation 
Become Inevitable In U.S.?

Passage by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives of an autom atic es­ 
calator for Social Security bene­ 
fits, tied to increases in the cast 
of living, is recognition of this 
belief. And there are numerous 
other examples. 
Negotiated 
wage

tion that the cost of living will 
continue to rise. Five per cent 
annual increases, once consid­ 
ered good, are now scoffed at as 
amounting to nothing when in­ 
flation is deducted. 
You don’t have to search hard 
either to find instances of indus­ 
try raising prices not because 
the product has been improved 
or because dem and is strong, 
but simply because the compa­ 
ny expects its own future costs 
to be higher. 
Reluctnt Converts 
Perhaps the

but influential converts to the 
idea are the big life insurance 
companies.

“Of course, we didn’t ask any­ 
body’s permission about any of 
this and I certainly don’t want 
to get that lieutenant in trou­ 
ble,” she said, about the trip. 
She declined to give his name. 


Flayed Ignorant 
“I just played ignorant aU the 
way and I guess they thought I 
was with a USO troupe or some­ 
thing,” she said.

when asked why he tumed him­ 
self in; “I couldn’t eat and I 
couldn’t sleep. It was beginning 
to affect my work. I’m a heavy 
equipment operator. That grad­ 
er I was using costs a lot of 
money—$200,000. I might wTeck 
it. Or turn it over and hurt 
someone.”

The Michig an Auto Club has completed a 
sobei'ing ex aminaron of the sta te’s fatal hig h­ 
way accidents in 19 09 . 
Michif'an set a new hig hway death record 
la.-t \eur with 2.1S1 pers<ms losing their liv es on 
our roads and streets, a 3.6 per cent increase 
ov er 19 68 . 
The A ut o Cluh has conducted 10 prev ious 
studies on Michig an traffic accidents and deaths 
since 19 66 and the following three factors al­ 
way s slonv up as undorly ing causes; 
1, The drinking driv er who is inv olv ed in at 
lea.st .70 to 6."> per cent of all fatal accidents. 
2, The prolilein driv er who makes up ñ per 
cent of the driv ing population y et is inv olv ed in 
up to 30 per cent of the fatal accidents. 
3, The >'onng driv er who makes up 21 per 
cent of the d*i\ing population y et is inv olv ed in 
37 per cent of the fatal accidents. 
The Auto Club, who.se “ Bring ’Em F.aek 
Aliv e!” slog an has become a sa fety by word in 
the sta le, offers some practical solutions to 
the prohlenis. including the lowering of all speed 
1'v *i< rn unoosted roads to >70 miles per hour 
day and nig ht. But without adequate police 
manpower to patrol the.se hig hway s and arrest 
the speeding driv er, such a proposal is unreal­ 
istic.

The Auto Club points out that the phy sical 
condition of Michig an’s hig hway s and country 
roads also can be blamed as a major cause of 
traffic injuries and deaths. Currently , 45 per 
cent of the 7 1.67 6 miles of ^Michig an roads and 
streets are considered inadeqaute for current 
tra ffic needs, the .Auto Club said. This includes 
38 ,000 miles of country roads w'here 7 0 per cent 
of the sta te’s fatal accidents now happen. When 
just sta te trunkline.s are considered, 8 2 per cent 
hav e defects rang ing from narrow pav ement to 
substandard tra ffic controls. 
The areas where real prog ress can be made 
in reducing the number of tra ffic deaths and in­ 
juries without added financing , as recommended 
by the Auto Club: 
1, Suppoi*t a leg isla tiv e prog ram to lower 
the blood-alcohol lev el to prov e a person leg ally 
drunk from .17 to .10. 
2, Remov e the problem 
driv er from the 
road. 
3, Alodify restrictions on y oung diiv ers.^ 
The Auto Club sug g ests leg islation which 
would make mandatory blood-alcohol tests on 
5ictim s of all fatal accidents and on all driv ers 
wiio surv iv e fa ta l accidents and would prov ide 
for stiffer penalties for persons conv icted of 
drunk driv ing .

The Auto Club also sug g ests a six -point 
prog ram to remov e approx imately 100,000 prob­ 
lem driv ers from the hig hway s, including man­ 
datory suspension of license for 12 points in 
two y ears, three mov ing v iolations in one y ear 
and three mov ing accidents in one y ear. 
The clnl) also recommends a rev iew’ of the 
record of any driv er who accumulates 30 points 
in fiv e y ears if he has not already had a suspen­ 
sion in that period. Other sug g estions include 
increased penalties for repeats of v iolations, sus­ 
pension or rev ocation of license a fter a driv er 
has been called in for three re-ex aminations in 
nine >ears, increase in leng 'th of suspensions up 
to a y ear (now 30 to 9 0 day s) and mandatory 
jail sentence for driv ing with a suspended or re­ 
v oked license. 
A fiv e-step prog ram sug g ested to reduce 
the number of tra ffic accidents in which the un- 
der-20 driv ers are Inv olv ed includes: 
1, Require parent or g uardian to accompany 
the new 16 or 17 y ear old driv er behind the wdieel 
foi* the first 9 0 day s a fter receiv ing his first 
license. 
2, Require parent or g uardian to accompany 
the new’ under-18 driv er a t nig ht for a y ear. 
3, Prohibit all persons under ag e 18 from 
operating a motorized cy cle a fter dark. 
4, Require tha t 
parents be 
notified in 
writing by police when a ticket is g iv en to any ­ 
one under 21 liv ing in a parent’s home. 
5, Require any new driv er, reg ardless of 
ag e, to ta ke a sta te approv ed driv er education 
coui-se before g etting an orig inal license. 
The proposals are strong and ceita inly some 
of them would be “ inconv enient” to many per­ 
sons, but death and injury is ev en more “ incon­ 
v enient” and if Michig an hig hw'ay s can be made 
safer then perhaps it’s time stm ng er measures 
are considered.

Slow- Motion Tactics 
Are Killing Pay- TV

The proponents of pay-TV 
m ust b e chewung their nails 
down to the half moons these 
days. 
A fter fighting for 20 years 
for the right to put such things 
as Broadw ay plays, good m us­ 
ic, first-run movies, and sports 
events on the air for a sub ­ 
scription fee, they finally m an­ 
aged to get their case b efore 
tiie U.S. Suprem e Court. The 
result was a go-ahead signal 
from the court to the Federal 
Com m unications 
Commission, 
under certain relatively b ear­ 
ab le 
restrictions 
designed 
to 
protect the interests of the ex­ 
isting com m ercial TV stations. 
B ut if the pay-TV people 
thought they w’ere finally out 
of the woods, they had another 
“thin k ” coming. 
W hat happened is that Rep. 
John Dingell of M ichigan, a 
Dem ocrat, pulled a fast one on 
some of his colleagues on the 
House of R epresentatives Com­ 
m unications sub com m ittee. 
Congressm an 
Dingell 
had 
b een defeated in his effort to 
b an pay-TV outright. But, in 
a move that was hardly cric­ 
ket, he b rought up a sub stitute 
b ill b efore the full House Com­ 
m erce Com m ittee wdien eight of 
its 36 m em b ers, including Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Dem ocrat 
T orb ert 
M acdonald, 
the 
Com m unica­ 
tions sub com m ittee chairm an, 
W’ere ab sent. Fifteen votes, rep­ 
resenting few er than half of 
the 36-m an com mittee, put the 
b ill 
over 
for 
R epresentative 
Dingell and sent the legisla­ 
tion to tlie floor of the House.

The Ding ell bill is com plete­ 
ly punitive. It w’OLild impose 
so m any restrictions on pay- 
TV that, despite the Suprem e 
C ourt go-ahead, nob ody could 
afford to risk any capital on 
pay-TV operations. 
The 
Dingeii 
restrictions 
w’ould forb id a pay-TV station 
to devote more than 60 per 
cent of its prim e tim e — 7 to 
11 in the evening — to feature 
film s 
and 
sports 
comb ined. 
This 
would 
effectively b an 
long movies such as “Funny 
G irl” or the “Green B erets.” 
The Dingell list of verb otens 
w ould also keep pay-'fV sta­ 
tions 
from 
using 
advertising 
com m ercials during the hours 
w’hen they w*eren'l b roaoca.si- 
ing films, plays, and prizefights 
for a fee. This w ould compel 
sub scrib ers to sub sidize non- 
f i u b s c r i pt i o,n 
program ­ 
ming, m aking the whole b usi­ 
ness prohib itiv’ely expensive. 
Since the Dingeii Bill is de­ 
signed to sub vert the Suprem e 
C ourt b y 
indirection, it w ill 
hardly pass b oth the House and 
the Senate. However, it very 
effectively forestalls im m ediate 
action b y enterprLsers, Inves­ 
tors, artists and consum ers de­ 
signed to get pay-TV off the 
ground. The Dingell Bill could 
b e

House and the Senate agree to 
dispose of it one way or an­ 
other.

What m akes 
it thoroughly 
unfair is the Federal Com m uni­

B urch’s plan for letting cab le

cab le to a central point from 
w’hich they could b e distrib ut­ 
ed b y w ire to local households 
far from the originating area. 
The only restraining proviso of 
note is the one that would ask
